NH  Renaissance  Faire  is  commit¬ 
ted  to  helping  our  neighbors  in 
need.  We  are  proud  to  be  able 
to  say  that  in  our  first  1 3  years  we 
gave  over  $169,489  to  charity. 
With  the  help  of  our  volunteers 
and  the  community  that  sup¬ 
ports  us,  we  were  able  to  donate 
$43,494!  in  2017. 

The  charities  we  are  donating  to 
in  201 8  are  the  NH  Food  Bank  and 
Rockingham  Meals  On  Wheels. 

As  the  only  food  bank  in  state,  the 
NH  Food  Bank  is  a  vital  distributor 
and  supplier  to  the  hunger  relief 
agencies  that  serve  meals  and 
provide  groceries  to  people  ex¬ 
periencing  the  negative  impacts 
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of  not  having  enough  to  eat.  On 
average  these  agencies  receive 
40%  of  their  food  from  the  NH 
Food  Bank.  There  aren't  enough  I 
words  to  describe  the  good  work  | 
the  NH  Food  Bank  does.  In  2016 
the  Food  Bank  distributed  over  1 2  i 
million  pounds  of  non-perishable 
food  items,  fresh  produce,  and 
meats  to  over  400  non-profit  food 
agencies  in  all  corners  of  NH. 

Rockingham  Meals  on  Wheels  | 
began  in  1978.  In  the  first  year 
about  60,000  meals  were  served, 
all  in  community  dining  halls. 
There  were  no  Meals  on  Wheels  ! 
at  that  time.  Thirty  six  years  lat¬ 
er,  approximately  275,000  to 
300,000  meals  are  served  each  ; 
year.  The  focus  and  mission  of  j 
the  program  is  to  help  people 
stay  well  by  eating  right,  and  to  j 
provide  the  safety  and  social 
supports  that  come  with  the  pro¬ 
gram.  Meals  on  Wheels  nourish-  I 
es  the  whole  body  and  provides  j 
peace  of  mind.

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NH  Renaissance  Faire  History 


The  annual  New  Hampshire 
Renaissance  Faire  had  its  beginnings 
in  2005.  Shannon  McCracken-Barber 
was  looking  for  a  faire  site  and 
called  Three  Maples  Arts  &  Nature 
Camp  in  Kingston,  NH.  The  camp's 
owner,  Marghi  Bean,  after  listening 
to  questions  about  renting  out  the 
grounds  commented,  “There  are  no 
facilities  for  a  faire  here,  I  use  porta- 
potties.”  Shannon  replied,  “That's 
OK...  They  didn’t  have  facilities  in 
the  1500s  either!”  And  from  that 
conversation,  the  New  Hampshire 
Renaissance  Faire  was  born. 

The  first  Faire  was  held  that  year 
on  the  last  weekend  in  October. 
It  was  put  together  in  six  weeks, 
the  weather  was  horrible,  and  the 
attendance  was  about  300  people. 
It  was  deemed  a  total  success! 

Over  the  next  few  years  it  was 
called  the  "Hardy"  Faire  because 
of  the  often  awful  weather  that  was 
endured.  But  it  grew.  It  moved  to  May 
in  2009  and  at  peak  has  seen  about 
8.500  people  over  two  weekends.  All 
of  our  accomplishments  and  future 
plans  would  not  be  possible  without 
the  dedication  and  effort  from  all 
the  people  in  the  Kingston  area,  our 
many  volunteers,  our  Board  and  the 
Rennie  community,  who  generously 
give  time  and  talent. 

By  201 1  the  Faire  had  grown 
enough  that  it  was  more  than  one 
owner  could  handle.  A  group  of 
volunteers  formed  the  Three  Maples 
Renaissance  Corp.  to  run  the  event. 
It  is  an  approved  501  (c)3  charity.  We 
have  no  visions  of  grandeur.  We  are 
a  small  family-oriented  faire  with  the 
goal  to  entertain,  teach  a  bit,  and 
help  our  neighbors.  We  are  alcohol 
free  and  discourage  bawdiness. 
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We  are  handicapped  accessible. 
Profits  from  the  Faire  this  year  will 
be  donated  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Food  Bank  and  Rockingham  Meals 
on  Wheels.  In  the  past  13  years  we 
have  donated  over  $169,489  to 
various  charities.  Last  year  we  were 
able  to  donate  $43,494!  We  are 
able  to  do  this  because  of  all  our 
wonderful  volunteers  and  everyone 
who  supports  our  efforts.  Your  ticket 
at  the  gate  is  a  big  part  of  this 
donation. 

With  success  come  complications. 
Three  Maples,  as  a  venue,  was 
always  able  to  accommodate  the 
numbers  of  patrons  who  came. 
The  parking  was  a  different  story. 
Because  of  the  lack  of  parking  it 
became  obvious  to  the  Board  that 
we  would  need  to  move  the  faire  to 
somewhere  with  more  of  parking.  It 
took  three  years  of  looking,  but  we 
found  a  perfect  spot.  Brookvale 
Pines  Farm  in  Fremont  fit  the  bill. 
So  we  are  now  on  20  acres  of 
wonderful  grounds  with  a  huge 
amount  of  parking  space,  just  15 
minutes  from  our  old  site.  We  were 
sad  to  move,  but  excited  about  the 
new  possibilities. 

But  never  let  it  be  said  that  we  don't 
have  fun!  Come  wander  our  new 
faire  grounds.  There  are  musicians, 
singers,  and  a  children's  glen.  We 
run  an  auction  of  donated  goods 
and  services  with  proceeds  going 
to  our  charities.  There  are  actors 
weaving  stories  during  the  day 
and  musicians  singing  and  playing. 
There's  jousting  performed  by 
jousters  who  joust  internationally. 
There  are  potters,  leather  craftsmen, 
glass  workers,  clothiers,  herbalists, 
wood  burning  artists,  jugglers,  and 


pirates.  Enjoy  art,  face  painting. 
Henna,  hats,  hair  bobs,  and  jewelry. 
Watch  and  learn  from  knights, 
wandering  acts,  and  stage  acts. 
Listen  to  storytellers.  There  are  great 
craft  demonstrations.  Have  tea  with 
the  Queen  and  be  knighted  by  Sir 
Brian.  Try  your  hand  at  archery  and 
chat  with  the  pirates. 

Our  New  Hampshire  Renaissance 
Faire  has  grown  and  come  a  long 
way  since  it  started  but  it  is  still  the 
same.  NHRF  is  a  fun  family  faire  that 
gives  its  money  to  charity  in  order  to 
help  our  neighbors.
